Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  Whiston  Rural  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1972. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  community  has  remained 
satisfactory  during  the  year. 

The  population  of  the  District  continues  to  increase.  This  in  part 
is  due  to  a  preponderance  of  births  over  deaths  and  to  a  greater  extent 
as  a  result  of  new  houses  being  built  in  various  areas;  particularly  in 
the  Parishes  of  Knowsley  and  Whiston.  The  increase  in  population 
resulting  from  transfer  from  Liverpool  has  made  it  difficult  to  compare 
annual  statistics  with  those  of  previous  years. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  of  13.8  showed  an  increase  compared  with  the 
previous  year  but  was  lower  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  which  was 
14.8.  There  was  a  decreasein  the  number  of  births,  there  being  1,225 
compared  with  1,308  in  1971 » 

The  adjusted  death  rate  was  12,4  per  thousand.  The  death  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  12*1, 

The  death  rate  resulting  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  was 
0.52  per  1,000  compared  with  O.48  during  the  previous  year.  This  is  a 
grim  reminder  of  the  need  for  everyone  to  appreciate  the  danger  of 
cigarette  smoking. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  16  per  thousand  live  births  compared 
with  23  during  1971.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  17 . 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  there  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

During  the  year  480  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified  and 
of  these  422  were  cases  of  measles. 

There  were  3  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  12  cases  were 
notified  compared  with  9  during  the  previous  year. 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Poliomyelitis  were  notified. 

The  day  to  day  commitments  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  continued 
to  increase,  and  full  details  of  the  work  of  the  Department  will  be  found 
in  the  body  of  the  report. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing 
my  thanks  to  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  encouragement  during 
the  year,  and  also  to  the  Officials  of  the  Council,  in  particular 
Mr,  Corscadden,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  their  assistance  at 
all  times.

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HOUSING 


One  closing  order  was  made  during  the  year.  The  remaining  -unfit 
houses,  which  are  few  in  number,  will  be  dealt  with  as  houses  become 
available  in  the  same  parishes  for  rehousing  of  the  occupants. 

542  Improvement  Grants  and  11  Standard  Grants  were  submitted  by 
owner  occupiers  and  approved  by  the  local  authority  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  416  dwellings  were  built,  24  by  this  authority, 
192  by  other  local  authorities  and  200  were  privately  built. 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

There  are  221  caravans  in  the  Rural  District,  distributed  over 
eight  sites,  two  of  which  contain  160  and  40  caravans  respectively, 
and  are  provided  with  a  high  standard  of  amenities  including  mains 
water  supply,  proper  drainage,  communal  ablution  and  sanitary  facilities, 
also  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse. 

The  remaining  sites  are  comparatively  small  and  were  in  existence 
before  the  present  legislation  was  enacted.  All  sites  are  regularly 
inspected. 

The  Rural  District  Council  accept  applications  for  rehousing  from 
caravan  dwellers  once  they  have  acquired  the  residential  qualification 
and  consider  each  case  on  its  merits,

During  the  year,  87f  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  and  70 
contraventions  were  remedied  by  informal  action.  The  types  of  food 
premises  in  the  district  are  as  follows:

SAMPLING  OF  MILK  AND  ICE  CREAM 


25  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  analysis  and  all  found  to  be 
satisfactory  for  Brucellosis, 

6  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  on 
Methylene  Blue  and  Phosphatase  tests. 

5  samples  of  sterilised  milk  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  on 
Turbidity  tests. 

1  sample  of  Ultra  Heat  treated  milk  was  found  to  be  satisfactory 
on  the  colony  count  test. 

3  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  during  the  year  and  submitted  for 
the  Methylene  Blue  test.  1  was  satisfactory  and  2  unsatisfactory.  In 
the  latter  cases  the  local  authorities  in  whose  areas  the  ice  cream  was 
produced  were  notified. 

FOOD  HYGIENE 


During  the  year  routine  work  of  food  hygiene  enforcement  was  continued 
in  conjunction  with  the  inspections  required  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act, 

Food  hawkers  trading  from  vehicles  have  continued  to  have  special 
attention,  particularly  in  the  Parishes  of  Halewood  and  Knowsley, 

128  visits  were  made  to  these  vehicles. 

In  January  the  Manager  of  the  Royal  Oak  Hotel,  Eccleston,  was  found 
guilty  of  14  infringements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  at  Prescot 
Magistrates'  Court,  He  was  fined  £15  in  respect  of  each  infringement  and 
ordered  to  pay  £10  costs.

NOISE  ABATEMENT 


There  were  46  complaints  of  noise  nuisance  during  the  year.  The  majority 
were  from  domestic  sources  and  consisted  mainly  of  nuisance  from  radios  played 
loudly  at  night  and  barking  dogs.  There  were  complaints  of  noise  nuisance  from 
some  factories  which  caused  nuisance  to  neighbouring  householders.  These 
nuisances  were  dealt  with  informally, 

There  were  in  addition  complaints  of  noise  from  aircraft  using  Speke 
Airport.  This  authority  is  represented  on  the  Liverpool  Airport 
Consultative  Committee.  The  Council  are  also  members  of  the  British 
Association  for  the  Control  of  Aircraft  Noise, 
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These  figures  are  made  available  to  the  Ministry  of  Technology  and  the  measurements  are  part  of  a  national  survey 
on  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide.

The  routine  control  work  was  maintained  throughout  the  year  and  the 
number  of  rats  kept  to  a  minimum.  Sewer  treatment  in  the  district  indicated

OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

The  only  offensive  trade  which  exists  in  the  district  is  that  of  a 
tripe  boiler.  Routine  inspections  show  that  the  premises  are  kept  in  a 
satisfactory  manner. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

A  weekly  collection  from  domestic  premises  and  a  more  frequent 
collection  from  schools,  hospitals  and  some  commercial  premises  is 
still  maintained. 

The  whole  of  the  refuse  collection  staff  are  now  taking  part  in  a 
Works  Study  based  incentive  bonus  scheme. 

4,560  plastic  sacks  and  225  bulk  containers  were  in  use  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

The  Pottery  Lane  tip  was  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year,  A  total 
of  58  acres  of  derelict  land  has  now  been  reclaimed  since  the  Council 
started  tipping  operations  in  this  area  in  January,  1951* 

A  further  joint  tipping  operation  is  to  be  carried  out  on  the  new 
Coalgate  Lane  tip  by  Whiston  Rural  District,  Huyton  and  Prescot  Urban 
District  Councils.
